THE BILLS 


_ margin of profit from dairying is less today than in 
many years. This is due to increased costs in all that the 
dairyman must buy and a drop in the price of all that he 
has to sell. 


The modern dairyman must be efficient, he must be 
able to manage, he must plan, and he must, at all times, 
know what he wants, how he is going to get it, and then be 
willing to work long and hard to reach the goals he has set 
for his family, his herd, and his farm. 


When it’s time to make hay, a good dairyman is anx- 
ious to make the best hay possible, and nothing interferes 
with this job. When the crops need planting, and the ground 
is ready, the crops get sowed. This is as it should be, and 
when the dairyman gets busy with the many jobs that must 
be done, the dairy herd may be neglected and oftentimes 
the cows suffer. However, if this neglect lasts for a prolonged 
time it begins to show up in herd health, general appear- 
ance, and in the milk check.

Proper care, good grooming when possible, herd man- 
agement, regular milking hours, attention to herd health, 
plenty of the right kind of feed, and a world of TLC (tend- 
er, loving care), still pay big dividends. The extra effort 
and time spent on the cows will help you reach the goals 
you have set for your family, your herd and your farm. 


The dairyman who is able and willing to devote that 
extra effort and time to his herd is going to be rewarded 
with greater profits.

Fallout Is Not Frightening The 
Public, MIF Survey Indicates 


Tue Milk Industry Foundation re- 
ports on a telephone survey made the 
first week in April to determine pub- 
lic reaction to fallout. The very re 
assuring report from the survey was 
presented in the April 30 issue of 
Milk Industry News from which we 
quote: 

“As recently as the first week in 
April, fallout from nuclear tests was 
not a prominent factor in consumer 
attitudes toward milk. A Milk In- 
dustry Foundation survey in eight 
U. S. cities revealed that none of the 
persons interviewed had changed 
their use of milk during the last five 
vears, nor do they contemplate chang 
ing their use of milk during the 
spring and summer because of fall- 
out. Not until the interviewer intro 
duced the subject of fallout did any 
of those interviewed refer to it. 

“The survey was conducted by 
National Certified Interviews of Chi- 
It consisted of 60 telephone 
interviews in four large cities and 
four small cities in the east, west, 
north and south. The cities were 
New York City; Syracuse, N. Y.,; 
Chicago; Davenport, Iowa; Atlanta; 
Jackson, Miss.; Los Angeles, and 
Denver. 

“Five principal questions were 
asked of the 480 people interviewed. 
[he results were as follows: 

“1. Are you using more or less 

dairy products today than five 
years ago? More: 218; About 
the same: 197; Less: 46. 
Among those who said they 
were using less, 16 cited 
health as a reason and 28 the 
fact that their children were 
grown and family was smaller. 
During the spring and summer 
months will you use more or 
less dairy products? 
More: 115; No change: 
Less: 27. 
Of those who would use less, 
25 said it would be because 
they prefer other drinks dur- 
ing the summer, and one said 
because of vacation. No one 
mentioned testing, fallout or 
radiation. 

“3. Do you think radioactive fall-

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out has affected any of our 
food products so far? 
Yes: 48; No: 409: Don’t 
know: 23. Of the 48 who said 
‘Yes,’ 13 mentioned dairy 
foods. 

“4. If atom bomb tests are resum- 
ed, do you think this might 
affect the choice of food you 
serve your family? 
Yes: 76; No: 385; Don’t 
know: 19. Of those who said 
‘Yes,’ 18 said they would use 
less dairy products, 40 said 
they would be guided by ad- 
vice from ‘scientists, newspap 
ers and government.’ 
Do you know of any connec 
tion between the amount of 
milk a person drinks and the 
amount of Strontium 90 the 
human body absorbs? (This 
question was designed to find 
out whether people were fam- 
iliar with Dr. Comar’s find 
ings that milk drinkers have 
less Sr. 90 in their bones than 
do non-milk drinkers. The 
ratio is 3-1 in favor of milk 
drinkers. ) 
Yes: 24: No: 453; Don’t 
know: 3. Of those who said 
‘Yes,’ all had some vague ideas 
relating to cancer and bone 
structure. None of them knew 
of the Comar findings. 


“The most significant information 
from the survey is the fact that not 
one of the persons interviewed men- 
tioned fallout in connection with 
food or dairy products until the 
terviewer introduced the subject. 
This tends to substantiate our posi- 
tion of not initiating discussions of 
the subject with consumers but, at 
the same time, being prepared to 
answer questions when they are 
raised. 

“The second significant fact is the 
total lack of knowledge concerning 
the protective feature of milk in re- 
lation to Sr. 90. 

“The survey was designed to pro- 
vide information that would give 
your association an indication as to 
the kind of action that should be in- 
stituted to meet the milk boycott an- 
nounced by the Women’s Interna- 
tional Strike for Peace. The survey 


sample was not large enough to be 
completely scientific but, taken in 
conjunction with other pieces of evi 
dence, it suggests rather strongly that 
concern over fallout is limited to a 
very small group of people. How 
ever, the situation is a tricky one and 
could conceivably change. Best 
course is to be prepared.” 


Record-Breaking Guernsey Calf 
A Guernsey heifer calf in the Pu 


rina Research herd recently weighed 
322 pounds at four months of age, 
setting a new Purina Farm record 
for Guernseys. According to John 
C. Thompson, manager of dairy re 
search for the Ralston Purina Com 
pany, this record-breaking Guernsey 
calf attained her weight without 
carrying excessive finish. “She is big 
and rangy, but not fat,” Thompson 
said. The previous Purina Farm re 
cord for Guernsey heifer calves was 
310 pounds at four months. The na- 
tional average weight tor Guernsey 
heifer calves at four months is 177 
pounds; the Purina Farm average is 
235 pounds. The record-breaking 
calf weighed 73 pounds at birth. 
She was fed according to the regu- 
lar Purina dairy calf program. 

“The dairyman’s objective in his 
calf growing program should be to 
get the heifer in the milking string 
as early as is practical,” Thompson 
says. “The quicker the heifer reaches 
the proper breeding weight, the 
greater her production per day of 
life is almost sure to be.” 

The Purina calf growing program 
calls for colostrum milk the first 
three days of life. From three to 10 
days the calf is penned alone and 
fed milk replacer along with a start- 
ing ration free choice. At 10 days, 
the calf may penned with other 
calves. At 30 days of age the milk 
replacer is discontinued. The start- 
ing ration is continued free choice. 
No hay is fed until the calf is two 
months old. This feeding program 
furnishes a solid base of growth and 
development for the heifer growing 
program, which starts when the calf 
is four months old.

Dr. Roy S. Emery, Michigan 
State University dairy researcher, 
was honored recently for his ex- 
ploits in dairy nutrition by the Amer 
ican Feed Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. Michigan State University 
president, Dr. John A. Hannah, was 
one of the feature speakers at the 
AFMA’s annual convention. 

Dr. Emery, who was awarded 
$1,000 last June by the AFMA, was 
given a recognition plaque for his 
work in improving dairy cattle ra 
tions. In one of his projects, he stud 
ied ways to increase the protein effi 
ciency in cattle rations. His work 
also included a study of rumen bloat, 
the utilization of urea, and the en 
ergy requirements of rumen bac 
teria. Many of his findings have al 
ready found practical application in 
feeding dairy cattle as well as other 
livestock.

They will then 
be processed immediately. Otherwise, there will be a ai because the Herd Register 
Division is still behind schedule, due to the deluge of applications that came in when 
the new fee schedule became effective on February 1. We are sorry for the delay in re- 
turning papers, and would like to point out some of the difficulties involved in processing 
the approximately 25,000 extra papers that came in about February 1. It is not econom- 
ically feasible to employ and train additional clerks to process these papers promptly and 
then discharge these employees. You would not want us to do this, and the expense would 
be prohibitive. The Herd Register Division has been working overtime and we hope to 
be on a more current basis soon. In the meantime, we ask you to please bear with us. The 
new fee schedule, effective February 1, should eliminate the need for “Registration 
Specials” and the delays which accompany them in processing the papers.

HE dairy industry’s big problem 
today is to sell more milk to 
eliminate our surplus dairy foods 
which are becoming ever more bur- 
densome on the national scale. Dairy- 
men have made tremendous progress 
in the production, handling, and pro- 
cessing of milk and dairy foods. In 
the area of selling, however, we are 
actually losing ground, even though 
milk has always been considered one 
of man’s finest foods and nobody has 
been able to successfully refute this 
claim to date. 

During the last half of the 19th 
century, when dairying began its in 
dustrial developrnent, milk was milk 
as long as it was sweet. The house 
wife bought it by the gallon and on 
faith. Dairy foods were made by 
guess and by golly with little knowl- 
edge of their nutritional composition. 
The one criterion of the composition 
quality of milk, which was easily 
recognizable to everyone, was the 
amount of cream rising to the top. 
Cream was the delight of the epi- 
cureans and the word “cream” itself 
became the symbol of the best of 
everything. Butter was a further con- 
centration of cream, and buttermak- 
ers, realizing the variations in the 
butterfat content of milk and cream, 
absolutely needed a butterfat test to 
carry on business. 

Dr. S. M. Babcock came to the 
rescue in 1890 by developing the test 
which bears his name. Ever since we 
have used the Babcock test, almost 
exclusively, to determine the mone- 
tary value of milk even though, be- 
cause of the tremendous progress 
made in nutrition science, we and 
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our customers learned that fat is not 
the only, nor the most important, de 
terminant of quality in dairy foods. 
As a matter of fact, many people to 
day are viewing fats with suspicion, 
regardless of whether such apprehen 
sions are justified or not. Protein con 
tent is the talk of the day on the food 
front. High protein is the sales pitch 
for corn flakes, or bread, yes, for dog 
food. Whoever thought of corn flakes 
or bread as protein foods before this? 


Dairy farmers, too, know the value 
of proteins. They buy dairy cow feeds 
on the basis of protein. But, when 
promoting the sale of the milk, too 
many of them are continuing to use 
the old “spiel” about smooth, golden 
richness, etc., etc., even though many 
consumers are downright afraid of 
richness, and even though milk con- 
tains probably the finest proteins 
known and in amounts almost as high 
as the fat. Milk is priced and regu 
lated on the basis of fat. The fine 
proteins of milk are practically ignor- 
ed in determining its value in the 
market. Are we missing the boat? 


Inequitable Pricing 

Federal milk order officials realize 
that fat is not the only determinant 
of the food quality of milk. While 
their price regulations still assign a 
definite value for each pound of fat, 
determined by test, they now com- 
monly allow a lump sum as the value 
of the skim milk portion of the milk 
without regard to its actual content 
of protein, milk sugar, or other in- 
gredients. The ingredients of the 
milk serum or skim milk, however, 
vary materially with breeds, individ-

uals within breeds, stage of lacta 
tion, the state of nutrition and health 
of the cow, age, season, etc. For in 
stance, we found that the milk of in 
dividual cows in a Holstein herd dur 
ing one month’s DHIA testing varied 
from 7.5 to 9.63 per cent in solids 
not-fat content and from 2.35 to 4.56 
per cent in protein content. Recently 
we tested four Holstein, four Jersey, 
and four Guernsey herds. The herd 
averages for per cent SNF ranged 
from 8.22 to 9.73 per cent and the 
herd averages for per cent protein 
from 2.96 to 3.94 per cent. Varia 
tions are much greater for the pro 
teins than for the nonfat solids as a 
whole. As a matter of fact, variations 
in the nonfat solids content are due 
mainly to the variations in the pro 
tein. The variations in the other non 
fat solids, such as lactose and min 
erals, are negligible. 

Under these conditions, a system 
of paying a lump sum for the total 
of the nonfat solids in 100 lbs. of 
milk assigns a different value per 
pound to the nonfat solids, and es 
pecially the proteins, in each sample 
of milk. Furthermore, the price paid 
per pound for these valuable solids 
will unfortunately always be lowest 
to the shipper of milk highest in pro- 
tein and nonfat solids. The man who 
ships milk low in protein and nonfat 
solids will receive the higher price 
for these nutrients and, if he waters 
his milk, and is not caught, he will 
receive the highest price of all. 

These relationships are shown in 
Table 1 for various shipments of herd 
milk carefully analyzed in our labora- 
tory. From the table it may also be 
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seen that the percentages of nonfat 
solids in herd milk samples may vary 
by 20 per cent and those for protein 
by 50 per cent, such variations in the 
fat content would be quickly detect 
ed and discriminated against. Our 
protein-conscious consumers of to 
day, however, would certainly dis 
criminate also against low protein 
milk, if low protein content were as 
easily detected as low fat content. To 
a considerable extent, however, con 
sumers are able to recognize low 
solids milk because of its watery ap 
pearance and less pleasing taste. Re 
cent taste panel experiments con 
ducted by us definitely indicated this 
and showed that consumers actually 
prefer milk reinforced with nonfat 
solids at the expense of fat. Thus, 
milk containing two per cent fat and 
11 per cent nonfat solids was def 
initely preferred to milk of four per 
cent fat and nine per cent nonfat 
solids. As a matter of fact, at each of 
three total solids levels, namely 12, 
13 and 14 per cent, the milks con 
taining two or three per cent fat were 
preferred to the four per cent fat 
milk. It seems, therefore, that it is 
well for the dairyman to de-em 
phasize the fat content and promote 
the protein content of milk. 


Breeding Increased Protein 


It has been shown that the per 
centage of protein in milk is a herit 
able factor, just like fat percentage. 
Breeding for increased protein per 
centage in milk, of course, will be a 
slow process but should be and is 
given serious consideration at the 
present time. Certainly we should 
not discourage the producer of high 
protein milk by a pricing system 
which pays him less per pound pro 
tein than the producer of low protein 
milk. In fairness to the consumer, as 
well as the producer, the amount of 
the nonfat solids, and preferably of 
the protein, should be determined in 
milk by test and assigned a definite 
and uniform unit value, just as is 
done in the case of butterfat. Suit 
able tests are available now for both 
nonfat solids and proteins, and should 
be put to use at once. The consumer 
wants to buy foods on the pro 
tein basis, and with one of the finest 
proteins present in milk we should 
sell milk as a protein food rather than 
a fat food. We would increase our 
sales tremendously as a result. To 
continue selling milk merely on the 
fat basis is like promoting the sale of 
wool and cotton hosiery in an age 
when women will not wear anything 
but nylons. 

Testing milk for protein content 
is very important for manufacturers

of cheese, especially cottage cheese, 
a purely-protein food. For cottage 
cheese manufacturers low protein 
milk not only costs more per pound 
of protein received under today’s 
pricing systems, but in addition it re 
duces his yield of cheese, may cause 
him serious coagulation and process

Breed people, of course, will be 
interested to know how the testing 
fc Tr protein or nonfat solids would 
affect the relative prices received for 
different types of milk, such as Hol- 
stein, Jersey and Guernsey milk. 
Table 2 shows the relationship of 
these payments. The percentages of 
fat used in the table are the approxi 

mate average lactation percentages 
recorded for all State of Washington 
cows on DHIA test in 1957. The per 
centages of protein and nonfat solids 
are the average tests found by analy 
sis at Washington State University 
for large numbers of samples of milk 
from cows of these breeds. The sys- 
tems of payment shown were calcu- 
lated so that prices for the Holstein 
milk would be the same in each case 
and in harmony with a base price of 
$5.40 per 100 lbs. of four per cent 
milk and a fat point differential of 
$0.08. 

Assuming that the present method 
of using the base price plus a fat dif- 
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ferential system of paying is fair to 


all breed people, Table 2 indicates 
that paying on the basis of fat alone 
or on a fat plus protein basis alone 
would favor producers of Guernsey 
and Jersey milk. Paying on the basis 
of protein, or solids not-fat, or fat 
plus solids-not-fat (total — solids) 
would reduce returns to Guernsey 
and Jersey producers in comparison 
to Holstein producers. It is, however, 
possible to pay separate prices for fat 
and protein, or for fat and solids-not 
fat which will pay each breed man 
approximately the same price per 100 
lbs. of milk as the base price plus fat 
point differential. Compared with a 
base price of $5.40 per 100 Ibs. 
of four per cent milk and a fat point 
differential of $0.08, the milk of each 
breed would return the same amount 
of money, if the fat were priced a 
30¢ per pound and the protein at 
$1.27 per pound. Equal returns 
would also result if the fat were 
priced at 60¢ per pound and the non- 
fat solids at 35¢ per pound. 


Protein Standardization 

The possibilities of standardizin; 
milk to contain less fat and more pro 
tein are most intriguing, although, of 
course, it is something that cannot 
be accomplished overnight. Since 
flavor panel studies show that most 
people actually prefer a high protein 
milk of reduced fat content, they 
should be willing to pay the same 
price for such milk as they are now 
paying for their regular market milk. 
The high protein “milk would be a 
high energy-low calorie milk and 
possibly of higher nutritional value 
than the unstandardized milk. 


As a 
have had time to 
sults on a national scale, if all milk 
were standardized to a low fat, higii 
protein content. My calculations 
show that it would be possible to pa re 
farmers the blend price received | 
them for milk to be bottled in the en 
tire United States, not only for milk 
destined for the bottle, but also for 
milk now going into butter, and 
completely eliminate the entire both 
ersome surplus of nonfat milk solids. 
It would even be necessary to conver 
some of the producers now selling 
separated cream for buttermaking to 
selling whole milk in order to obtain 
enough nonfat solids for the bottled 
milk. The consumer would pay no 
more and no less for the standardized 
milk than he is paying for present 
bottled milk. Creameries could sell 
all of their butter to the consumer at 

price of 20 cents a pound and all 
of their nonfat dry milk to the milk 
distributor at the same high price 
paid the farmer for his nonfat milk 
solids on the protein basis. There 
would be no nonfat solids left for 
the baker or for packaged nonfat dry 
milk, except at higher than present 
prices. All nonfat solids would be 
consumed in the standardized high 
protein milk. None would have to 
be bought by the government. There 
would be twice as much butter avail 
able than is at present consumed, but 
at 20 cents a pound sweet cream but 
terfat should find a ready outlet in 
greatly increased butter consumption, 
and increased use in ice cream and 
cottage cheese. 

It sounds fantastic, and it will not 
go into effect tomorrow. We would 
not want it to happen overnight, al 
though in a dictatorship, such as the 
Soviet Union, it could be accomplish 
ed in short order. On paper it would 
look as follows using 1959 official 
figures:

Che distributor would standardize 
the milk to 2.0 per cent fat and 4.8 
per cent protein, or 124 per 
solids-not-tat, Table 3. 

The cost of 100 Ibs. of 
ized milk to the distributor would 
be $1.138 for fat and $4.807 for pro 
tein or a total of $5.945 minus the 
value of 1.8305 lbs. of the sweet 
butterfat separated out at $0.16 per 
pound, or $0.295 making the final 
cost of the milk to the distributor 
$5.65, the same as he paid on the 
average for milk for bottling, as indi 
cated. If at the outset the distributor 
can sell his butter at a higher price, 
he may reduce the price of the milk 
to the consumer by a corresponding 
amount and thus increase his milk

Now let us look at the general 
United States market situation. Ac 
cording to the U. S. Agricultural 
Marketing Service the milk produced 
in 1959 was utilized as shown in 
Table 4. If all milk had been stand 
ardized, as shown above, the utiliza 
tion of our milk supply would look 
as shown in Table 5. 

It can be seen that standardiza 
tion would remove the entire surplus 
of nonfat solids and actually leave a 
shortage, which, however, might be 
covered by farmers now selling farm 
separated cream shifting to the sale 
of whole milk. The sale of farm sep 
arated cream yields a very low re 
turn to the farmer (about $2.25 per 
wt. of milk in 1959). This cream 
also makes the poor quality butter on 
our market and thus ruins the price 
for much of our butter and keeps 
per capita consumption down. Farm 
separators are gradually going off the 
market today and so will, and should, 
farm separated cream. This proposal 
of standardizing market milk will 
cause its elimination and increase re 
turns to the producer. Standardiza 
tion would leave a large surplus of 
sweet cream butter. To use it up 
would require doubling our present 
consumption. This, however, could 
be accomplished, I believe, with but 
ter prices at about 20 cents a pound 
nd butter quality would be marked 
ly improved since only sweet cream 
would be used in its manufacture. 

At the low fat prices indicated, ice 
cream manufacturers and creamed 
cottage cheese makers also would in 
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crease their use of fat. The latter are 
increasing consumption of their pro 
ducts at a very rapid pace even under 
present conditions. Sweet cream but 
ter, at the prices indicated, would al 
so be used to a greater extent again 
in cooking. In Europe, by the way, 
nearly all market milk sold is three 
per cent milk. Human milk, too, is 
usually lower in fat than cows’ milk. 
There is nothing wrong with reduc 
ing the fat content and increasing 
the protein content of cows’ milk for 
human consumption. O€ course, we 
cannot make these changes all at once 
but we should not oppose trends in 
the direction toward selling high pro 
tein milk. It would require educating 
the consumer to the value of such 
milk. I believe, however, that with 
a few areas adopting this system of 
selling milk, it would snowball across 
the country. Our people will drink 
up our present surplus of nonfat 
solids and the low fat high protein 
milk will be good for them nutri 
tionally. 


Summary 


Thus summarizing the value of 
paying for milk on the basis of both, 
fat and nonfat solids, or preferably 
protein, it appears: 

|.Grade A milk producers, regard 
less of the breed of cows kept 
and regardless of whether they 
milk bottlers or butter 
plants, can be paid the same 
blend prices as under present 
systems of paying.

Selling milk on the fat and pro 
tein basis rather than on the fat 
basis would have a greater ap 
peal for consumers and give the 


dairyman a new and _ stronger 
sales pitch, which should result 
in greatly increased sales of milk. 
Nonfat milk solids would be used 
for standardizing the milk, which 
would eliminate or reduce our 
surplus stocks of these products.

Time For A Change 


It seems, therefore, that the time 
has come for a change in evaluating 
milk according to its nutritive qual 
ity. Fat percentage alone has no long 
er the sales appeal it used to have. 
Che consumer today is protein-mind 
ed and fat-shy. Fortunately, milk is 
one of the finest protein foods 
known. Why then don’t we change 
our sales pitch to be in tune with the 
times! By promoting its proteins the 
dairy industry may well eliminate its 
surpluses and regain new life in all 
its branches, since all will be benefit 
ed, pre duc ers, pr CESSOTS, < heese 
manufacturers, ice cream manu 
facturers, creamerymen and all. It’s 
time for a change!

Mr. Roserr D. Stewart: Presi 
dent McKerrow, members of The 
\merican Guernsey Cattle Club, and 
friends: We have enjoyed the won 
derful Louisiana hospitality. It has 
been thrilling to visit beautiful and 
historic New Orleans. I imagine that 
most of us consider Louisiana 
of the newer Guernsey states and 
that Mr. Morgan Walker brough 
some of the first Guernsey cows here. 
The issues of the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal reveal that in 1914 
Mr. A. T. Prescott, of Baton Rouge, 
reported purchasing two handsome, 
thoroughbred, Guernsey heifers the 
year before and that there was much 
interest in Guernseys in the state. 


DuLuth Farms, of Minne 
shipped their Guernsey show 
herd in 1916 direct from the Nation 
al Show at Springfield, Mass., to 
Shreveport. This was the first ex- 
hibit of Guernseys here. Jean Du 
Luth Farms exhibited at the New 
Orleans Fair before returning home. 
Guernseys were also exhibited there 
by the East Louisiana Hospital for 
the Insane, Jackson, Louisiana. 
There were eight Guernsey herds in 
Louisiana in 1928. A ninth herd was 
started in March through a gift of 
10 Guernseys from William B. Ward, 
Ward Acres Farm, New Rochelle, 
N. Y., to the Very Reverend Celes 
tine M. Chambon, Dean and Di 
rector of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, Donaldson, Louisiana. 

Under the leadership of Morgan 
W. Walker, and with the excellent 
cooperation of college and county 
extension people, the Louisiana 
Guernsey Cattle Club was formed

Walker's ne in 1946. He provided 
the money to buy the heifers, and 
assumed Ae responsibility of any 
Any profit would go to the 
State Association. That is generous 
and loyal breed promotion. Many 
boys and girls have purchased heifers 
in these annual sales for their Junior 
project work. They furnished found- 
ation stock for many herds in the 
state. The 16th Annual Sale was 
held at Mr. Walker's farm last June 
and the 22 heifers sold were uniform 
and the best quality in many years. 

The four Golden Guernsey di: 
tributors in the state sell 8,600 quarts 
each day under the trade-marks. One 
hundred forty-two different people 
in Louisiana last year registered a 
total of 679 head. Breeders enjoy 
excellent cooperation from the Dairy 
Department at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity and from the county and re- 
gional extensionmen. We congratu- 
late this outstanding group on their 
interest and the excellent work that 
they are doing. The breed is grow- 
ing fast and ‘the rapidly increasing 
sales under the trade-marks creates 
a greater demand for registered 
Guernseys all the time.

Revolutionary changes in the dairy 
industry continued last year. Six out 
of 10 dairymen have gone out of 
business since 1946. The trend to 
fewer dairy farms with larger herds 
continues. The most serious prob 
lem confronting the industry is the 
decreasing per capita consumption of 
milk and dairy products. The num 
ber one cause is the belief by house 
wives and teenage girls that milk and 
dairy products are fattening. News 
stories indicating a relationship be 
tween animal fats in the diet and 
heart disease, and fallout contamina- 
tion from nuclear tests, have raised 
sufficient questions in customers’ 
minds to cause them to consume less 
milk and dairy products. Bill Hitz 
and Douglas Fisk reported Monday 
morning that the American Dairy 
Association and the National Dairy 
Council are giving this top priority 
arid doing everything that they pos 
sibly can to correct and improve the 
image that many consumers have of 
milk and dairy products. 


During 1961 the commodity cred 
it corporation purchased the equiv 
alent of about seven per cent of all 
of the milk fat produced compared 
with 2.7 per cent for the two pre- 
ceding years. The support payments 
in 1961 amounted to 43 cents per 
hundredweight, or $27 per cow, or 
$2,000 per farm. In view of antici- 
pated subsidy payments for the next 
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fiscal year, and the lack of interest 
of Congress in the administration’s 
proposal for limiting milk produc- 
tion, effective April 1, the support 
price was lowered from $3.40 per 
hundredweight to $3.11. This re 
duces the income of every dairyman, 
and yet it will cost the government 
$440 million in support prices. The 
increased production of - quality 
milk, milk low in protein and the 
other nutrients, is largely responsible 
for the surplus. And, although the 
utilization of our milk is high in 
fluid use, in most areas our producers 
are forced to share this with all pro 
ducers in their market. The most 
serious industry problem is the de- 
crease in per capita consumption, 
and the greatest need is to change 
this to a plus figure. Our great chal- 
lenge is to gain acceptance of pric- 
ing plans that will bring equitable 
payment to our producers in line 
with the utilization of their milk. 
Interest in paying producers on 
the basis of total milk nutrients rath- 
er than butterfat only continues to 
grow. California passed legislation 
including this. The Club congratu 
lates President McKerrow and the 
Golden Guernsey Dairy Co-operative 
at Milwaukee for being first in the 


United States to recognize milk pro 
tein by paying a premium for it 


above an established minimum level. 
The Club recommends that pricing 
olans be on the basis of protein and 
fat rather than solids-not-fat. 

In spite of the conditions that 
challenge the industry, 1961 was an- 
other year of remarkable progress for 
the Guernsey cow and her product. 
You will find a copy of the Annual 
Report at your luncheon place which 
you may read at your leisure. (The 
balance of the Secretary’s report, as 
read by Robert D. Stewart, was pre- 
viously published in the May 7, 
1962, issue of the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal.

A RESOLUTION REGARDING PRO 
POSED LAWS RELATIVE TO FU 
TURE MARKETING QUOTAS OF 
MILK 

WHEREAS, Dairymen owning Guern 
sey herds produce and market a quality 
milk highly desired for fluid use, both 
in its natural state as it comes from the 
herd, and as modified by the removal of 
fat. As compared with average milk, milk 
from Guernsey herds has a distinct color 
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advantage, more than average protein, 
more than average solids-not-fat and ad- 
ditional Vitamin A and minerals. Three 
factors, careful supervision of production, 
careful handling and processing, and high 
er than average with a natural 
blending create a advantage for 
Guernsey milk. 

AND WHEREAS, in order to pro 
mote the sales of a quality milk, Guern 
sey producers have spent thousands of 
dollars over the years breeding cattle 
that will produce this milk and promot 
ing it until the words, “Golden Guern 
sey” are synonymous with a quality prod 
uct, it is used by handlers to build up 
the flavor and body of milk with 
quality used for fluid sales. 

THEREFORE, be it resolved, that all 
milk is not equally acceptable for fluid 
use. The quantity of surplus of average 
milk available in most markets does not 
constitute a reserve supply of Guernsey 
differentiated products. While Guernsey 
producers undoubtedly derive some bene 
fit from Federal Orders, their benefits are 
minor as compared to those provided the 
producer of less high quality milk. For 
example, the pooling provisions and rela 
tively low prices for surplus milk tend 
to assure producers a market. Such assur- 
ances are unnecessary for producers of a 
high quality market milk, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
these factors be taken into consideration 
in the development of any future dairy 
programs,

Mr. Jones E. Bowpen: President 
McKerrow, the Election Committee 
was composed of W. Lee Moore, Jr., 
Lavon atte Plano, Texas; Leon 
Kleinpeter, Kleinpeter Farms Dairy, 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, and my 
self, J. E. Bowden. We were assisted 
by Judge Kenneth A. Brighton, Le 
gal Counselor for The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, Soc Kereazis, 
Director of the Production Testing 
Division of the Club, and Robert 
Stewart, Secretary of the Club. 
Nominations were made by the 
Nominating Committee for three 
areas—two persons from each area. 
From the Southeast Area—J. B. 
Guess, III], and Lee Housley. From 
the Midwest Area—William Hitz 
and W. H. Odlum. From the West 
ern Area—Merritt Adamson, Jr., and 
R. L. Haselbush. Under the new 
system, qualified members could 
nominate additional persons and we 
received 15 additional nominees 
from the mail-in ballot. These 15 
nominees received a total of 19 votes. 
\ccording to the By-laws of the 
Club, we could accept votes—mail 
votes—through 12:00 preceding the 
date of the Annual Convention, 
which was yesterday at 12:00. A 
total of 925 ballots were received, 
nine of those were rejected. A total 
of 14 were received in blank, in 
other words, no person was voted 
for on the ballot that was received. 
A total of 902 ballots were counted 
from the 925 received. All ballots 
were accounted for and all votes on 
each ballot were accounted for. In 
other words, a person might vote for 
one person only; they might vote for 
two. The majority did vote for three. 
From the Southeast Area, Mr. Guess 
received 575 votes and Mr. Housley 
received 289. From the Midwest 
\rea, Mr. Odlum received 462 votes 
and Mr. Hitz 418. From the West 
ern Area, Mr. Adamson received 625 
and Mr. Haselbush received 249.

PresipENt McKerrow: Frank, 
that is a splendid point you made. 
Thank you very much. Are there 
any other points which should be 
brought up regarding our elections? 
Now, we come to the subject of new 
and unfinished business, and I am 
sure there is some business to come 
before the Club. I recognize Mr. 
George Dynes from the State of 
Washington. 

Mr. Georce M. Dynes: Mr. 
President, members of The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club: At the 
annual meeting of the Idaho Guern- 
sey Breeders Association, there was 
a resolution passed that they asked 
me to submit at the Annual Meet- 
ing here today. This came up for 
discussion in the Open Forum yes- 
terday. I would like to read their 
resolution, and also submit a resolu- 
tion that we drew from the Idaho 
Resolution. This is more in the form 
of a letter from the Idaho Guernsey 
breeders. “To The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club: It was recommend- 
ed by the Idaho Guernsey Breeders 
Association that a fund for the pro- 
motion of the breed and Golden 
Guernsey milk be started by The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. It 
was suggested that each Guernsey 
breeder sell a cull cow or cows and 
contribute the money into this fund. 
The amount contributed would de- 
pend upon the number of cows in 
the breeder’s herd. A goal of $1,000,- 
000 is set up by the group.” The fol- 
lowing is the Resolution that I drew 
up to more or less cover the ideas of 
the Guernsey breeders of Idaho. 
THAT WHEREAS, we the Guern- 
sey breeders of America, feel that we 
need more promotion for Guernsey 


milk; and WHEREAS, the individ- 
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ual Guernsey breeder should di- 
rectly get behind the program to 
help do this promotion, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLV- 
ED that a committee be appointed 
by the President to develop a plan 
on Guernsey Milk Promotion which 
would ask all Guernsey breeders to 
cull a cow for such promotion and 
to submit such a plan to the mem- 
bers of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, by mail, and if in their 
opinion there is sufficient support 
from the members, to implement 
such a promotion program, and that 
they should be authorized to carry 
out such a promotion plan. This 
resolution more or less tries to cover 
the thought that in case there wasn’t 
enough contributions by the mem- 
bers throughout America that the 
Committee wouldn’t be called upon 
to go through with this plan. I will 
leave this, Mr. President, for your 
consideration. 

PresiweENt McKerrow: Mr. 
Dynes, maybe you would want to 
stay close to the microphone because 
I would expect from what I have 
heard around the lobby since yester- 
day, that there will be considerable 
discussion, and perhaps some ques- 
tions, and | seo like to have you 
answer the questions. 


Mr. Dynes: I will be glad to try 
to help, but I know there are a lot 
in the room who have something to 
say that I won’t be able to answer. 


Present McKerrow: Let us 
have questions and discussions and 
opinions, or whatever you want to 
bring out in our democratic process- 
es here. Let us try to bring them out 
rapidly and not drag into long 
speeches so that we run on past the 
12:00 noon hour. 

Mr. W. H. Opium: If this resolu- 
tion is adopted, I would recommend 
that it be run through the Cattle 
Club under the control of a group 
set up to handle it. We have to get 
it on a thorough business _ basis. 
There will be a lot of angles to this 
and it has to be watched and check- 
ed as we go along. I am not opposed 
to it, but | would suggest that it be 
run on that basis. If it is accepted, 
the individual who is going to make 
a donation should be able to make 
a donation in money equal to $250, 
or sell the animal off the bottom of 
his pile. Then it would put the man 
who doesn’t want to cull off the 
bottom of his pile, in a position to 
make a contribution. 

Mr. Dynes: In reply to Mr. Od- 
lum, this resolution specifies that 
the President appoint a committee 
and the committee will not take any 


action unless they get enough re 
sponse from the breeders. 


Mr. Brown: I was hoping some- 
one else would speak because I have 
talked too much already. I believe in 
things paying for themselves as they 
go. think that if the Club needs 
more money for its purposes, it 
should be done on a basis of in 
creased fees, increased charges, with 
people paying for what they get. | 
don’t oppose this resolution, but if 
it is adopted | hope it will be set up 
in such a way that it is a segregated 
fund set up for a specific purpose, 
and that there will be no possibility 
of interchanging between it and the 
regular Club’s program. 

PresipENt McKerrow: Thank 
you, Frank. Next. Mr. John Merry- 
man. 


Mr. Joun MerryMan: | agree 
with what Frank said, we should 
have this as a special fund, and | 
also agree with Mr. Odlum that if 
anyone feels he has a herd so good 
that he doesn’t need to send a cow 
to the butcher, he is very welcome 
to send in $200 or $250. I think that 
this should be on a voluntary basis 
and have the money allocated to 
states according to their registered 
cow population. I think, in addition 
to Golden Guernsey, that it should 
be for all Guernsey promotion activi 
ties, but predominately Guernsey 
milk, because when you get Guern- 
sey milk sold you sell the cattle. Our 
Canadian situation is an example of 
that. Canada has a population of 18 
million people, about one tenth of 
what we have in the United States, 
and if they were really turned loose 
on what they could produce, they 
could produce enough miik for Can 
ada and the United States. They 
have a terrific surplus of regular 
milk, but they have a shortage of 
Guernsey milk. I think we are in a 
position now where we are in front 
and we really need to push it, and 
particularly through the export of 
cattle to South and Central America, 
with the Inter-American Develop- 
ment Bank now allocating funds in 
this Alliance for Progress program. 
A good friend of mine, Alfredo Her- 
nandez, is in charge of the loan ap- 
slications, and just recently $15 mil- 
ion was approved for the purchase of 
dairy cattle for those countries. | 
think part of this money could be 
used to promote Guernseys in South 
American countries. I think we really 
need to spread the word on the quali- 
ty of our product. I think a commit- 
tee should be appointed to ask for 
contributions from all breeders. 

Mr. Bos Basse: I just want to 
say that I think it is a tremendous 
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and a wonderful idea. Speaking as 
a Guernsey breeder, | think it is a 
wonderful investment and there are 
many benefits to be derived from it. 
| think it is a real positive approach 
and that the Guernsey breeders will 
go for this in a big way. 

PresipeENtT McKerrow: You 
know, I just sense something here. 
You may be suspicious that if you 
get up to speak in favor of this you 
might be obliged to give a cow. I 
was just thinking of asking all of 
you who are in favor and want to 
give a cow to stand up. Bob could 
count you and put down your 
names. Somebody says that’s a good 
idea. Does anyone have anything 
more to say at this time? 

Mr. Optum: About nine or 10 
years ago we started selling a high 
protein milk in Illinois, and we did 
a wonderful job. After it grew up, 
the Cattle Club was kind and they 
worked out a name for it and it was 
Gurnzgold. For about three days | 
have been trying to talk high pro 
tein to the boys around here. If we 
take Gurnzgold, as an example, we 
start with a five per cent milk and 
we have enough protein in it to 
handle the five per cent of fat. We 
take out three per cent of the fat 
and we have extra protein there to 
take care of the fat there is, plus 
other fat in the body. We can do a 
wonderful job. The housewife is 
worrying all the time about too much 
fat. If she can get this thing convert 
ed to where she knows that the fat is 
taken out on two per cent, she has 
something that can be a reducing 
diet, and when she goes on the regu 
lar Golden Guernsey, she still has 
the fat under control. Thank you. 

Mr. Howarp B. Quinn: Lake 
wood Farms, Wauconda, IIl., would 
like to donate $500.

It is a real pleasure for me to be 
here today. The gentleman who just 
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spoke to you, Mr. Morgan Walker, 
has been a close friend of mine for 
many, many years, and | am delight 
ed to be on the same platform with 
him. | am happy for the opportunity 
to participate with you in this event 
of National and International pro 
portions. My presence on the speak 
er's platform might cause one to 
wonder just where a university presi 
dent would fit into the meeting of 
a cattleman’s organization. Although 
[ am not a cattle farmer, | am very 
much aware of the prominent posi 
tion which the dairy industry 0c 
cupies in the economy of our nation, 
the health of its 185 million citizens 
\ctually, a university president is not 
possibly so removed from your indus 
try as one might think. For quite 
some time the problems, the needs, 
and the accomplishments of the 
dairy industry have been a signifi 
cant part of the life of many of our 
institutions of higher learning, not 
the least of which is Louisiana State 
University. 


For many vears, dairymen and L. 
S. U. have enjoyed a highly produc 
tive and profitable relationship. | 
think that it is of more than passing 
interest to note that two events 
which have exerted a and 
lasting influence upon the dairy in 
dustry occurred in the same year al 
most a century ago. In 1877, The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club was 
organized. In that same year, the 
Louisiana Agricultural and Me 
chanical College, which at that time 
was located in New Orleans, became 
a part of Louisiana State University, 
thus opening the door to unlimited 
service in every phase of agriculture. 
Since that time, your organization, 
along with educational institutions 
such as L. S. U., have played a vital 
role in making the dairy industry the 
prosperous business it is today. In 
reviewing the growth of the dairy 
industry in Louisiana over the years, 
I believe that it becomes apparent 
that numerous contributions from 
many sources have made such de 
velopment possible. You know that 
a substantial part of this growth can 
be credited to the work of personnel 
at experiment stations and dairy farm 
centers such as those found at L. S. 
U. and other land-grant institutions. 
Their work would have been for 
nought without you who are in the 
production work. You, who have 
made the practical application of the 
knowledge gained from research and 
experimentations.

Roughly, 40 years ago dairying in 
this State was a fledgeling business, 
with annual sales totaling some 


$6,000,000. Last year the industry 
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recorded an all-time high otf $60,000, 
000 from the sale of milk and milk 
products in Louisiana. | don’t think 
that | am guilty of being too opti 
mistic when | suggest that the peak 
is still not in sight. In recent years 
vour industry here has grown at the 
rate of from $2,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000 in sales each year. I can think 
of a number of other businesses in 
Louisiana and other States, for that 
matter, which would be happy to 
claim such a record of progress. It is 
obvious to me that an industry which 
can multiply in sales tenfold within 
a period of 40 years, as the Louisiana 
Dairy Industry has done, is a boom 
ing business, one that has made its 
mark on this State, and one that will 
continue to do so in the future. | 
want to commend each of 
your individual and collective efforts 
in developing this industry, not only 
in Louisiana but in America. You 
have progressed far since the organi 
zation of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club some 85 years ago.

That there is a rapidly growing 
interest in Guernsey cattle in this 
State is apparent to each of us here. 
Che fact that Golden Guernsey milk 
is now being marketed in four of the 
principal cities of this State bears out 
this fact. Since 1947, the Louisiana 
\rtificial Breeding Cooperative has 
bred almost 100,000 Guernseys, some 
20 per cent of the total number of 
dairy cattle bred by that organiza 
tion. It has been estimated that in 
1961 some 7,400 Guernsey cattle 
were bred by the Cooperative. 


While complimenting you on your 
efforts toward developing your in 


dustry, I would not overlook the 
work which you have done in as 
sisting the youth of this State who 
have an_ interest in dairying. 
[Through such projects as the annual 
sale of Guernseys to members of 4-H 
Clubs and Future Farmers of Amer 
ica, you are making a most valuable 
contribution to the Junior Dairy Pro 
gram of this State, just as those of 
vou from other states are doing. It is 
significant to note that at the Junior 
Dairy Show, held on the L. S. U. 
Campus earlier this year, a total of 
120 Guernseys were shown. Young 
sters from 50 of Louisiana’s 64 par 
ishes, or counties, took part in this 
annual exhibition of dairy animals. 
It would be difficult to overempha 
size the value of such projects. We, 
in education, have learned that the 
future of any enterprise today, 
whether it be an educational institu 
tion, a business, or an industry, de 
pends to a great extent upon the 
training and development of young 
people who will be tomorrow's lead 


ers. There are more than 4,000 4H 
dairy club members in Louisiana. 
Each of them, I am sure, is eager to 
benefit from the experience which 
your organization is helping prov ide 
them as young owners of Guernsey 
cows. By your efforts in their behalf, 
you are strengthening your industry's 
future by cultivating the source from 
which tomorrow’s dairymen 
come. 

[ am happy to say that Louisiana 
State University is also making major 
strides in the development of individ 
uals trained in dairy production, 
dairy manufacturing, and related 
fields. Through the practical experi 
ence which is made available in vari 
ous fields, and a well-planned curric 
ulum, students at L. S. U. are pre 
paring for productive careers in 
dairying. As you all know, a requi 
site for almost anyone engaged in 
agriculture today is a thorough 
knowledge of business. A farmer not 
only must be able to produce his 
product, but he must have the busi 
ness “know-how” that will enable 
him to receive a reasonable profit for 
his labor. At L. S. U. and other col 
leges and universities throughout this 
great land of ours, dairy students now 
have the option of taking additional 
course-work in the field of business. 
Without a doubt, this program will 
have a highly official effect on the 
dairy industry in the years ahead.

There are few men with whom 
1 have had the privilege of having 
as many things in common as I| seem 
to have with Mr. Walker. This trib- 
ute to Mr. Walker, I know, is in 
adequate. It is very brief, but I am 
sure that all of you will want to 
write in between the lines many 
more things that I am leaving out. 
Che invitation to take part in this 
program means more to me than you 
might suspect. Like the man we are 
honoring today, | have had my share 
of public life and, in so doing, have 
been asked to speak before many 
groups of various shapes and sizes, 
_but this is different. | have been 
asked by friends to say something 
about a highly esteemed friend. This 
is a courtesy which I appreciate, and 
for which I thank you. 


The philosopher, Ralph W. Emer 
son, uttered a few words of profound 
meaning when he said: “An institu- 
tion is the length and shadow of one 
man.” How true this is of Mr. 
George B. Walker and the great in- 
stitutions he has built. Now, it is 
one thing to simply start a business 
and make money at it, although | 
must confess that it isn’t as easy as 
it used to be, but it is another thing 


to be successful in business and at 
the same time tirelessly devote your 


energy, not only to business, but to 
a wide variety of activities which 
have to do with the building of 

better community, State and Nation. 
Mr. Walker has been most generous 
in devoting his time and talent to his 
fellowman. Let me suggest, briefly, 
what I mean. He served the broad 
field of agriculture as Director of the 
Agriculture Experiment Station in 
North Carolina and as Superintend- 
ent of the Mississippi Delta Agri- 
culture Experiment Station at Stone- 
ville.

He has served the business 
community as owner of Stoneville 
Pedigree Company, one of the 
world’s largest breeding firms, and 
as owner of Walker Farms and of 
Walker Farms Dairy Products Cor- 
poration. He has served the dairy in- 
dustry generally as a member of the 
Dairy Advisory Committee of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation. 
He has served the Golden Guernsey 
program by building, with his sons, 
a splendid herd of registered Guern- 
seys now numbering over 500 head; 
by serving as a member of the Ex- 
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ecutive Committee of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, and by con- 
tributing in various other ways 
through the Golden Guernsey pro 
gram. 

Now these accomplishments, and 
many others which I have not men- 
tioned, are the tangible measures of 
great success—of the great success 
of Mr. Walker. Yet, | would submit 
that over and above all these 
things which have brought him es 
teem, there are still greater achieve 
ments which all of us strive for but 
not always succeed in obtaining. Mr. 
Walker, I believe, is a great Ameri 
can citizen because he likes people. 
He likes work and enjoys the satis 
faction of doing whatever job comes 
along as well as it can be done. He 
maintains a sense of humor. He takes 
life seriously, but has avoided the 
mistake of taking himself too seri 
ously. Mr. Walker’s integrity, humil- 
ity, and high sense of duty have 
won for him and his fine family the 
admiration and respect of all of us. 
It is really indeed a great thrill and a 
pleasure, Mr. Walker, to present to 
you this fine trophy.

Honored Guests, Ladies 
and Gentlemen: Before proceeding 
with my pleasurable task, I would 


like to thank you fine folks for the 
grand time in New Orleans. It is 
ridiculous for me to get up and tell 
you something about a man whom 
you know better than | do, but whom 
you do not respect any more than | 
do. This is a pleasure, 1 am sure. Mr. 
Morgan W. Walker was born on a 
small farm in Winn Parish, Louisi 
ana, in 1893. His life’s work began in 
1920. It was a long, hard struggle in 
those days of little money and poor 
equipment, but he never lost sight of 
his goal. We all know the outstand- 
ing success that has been the result. 
In 1922, at the age of 29, he acquired 
a partner, who was to be his loyal 
helper until her death in 1960. Mrs. 
Walker devoted herself to raising a 
family of two sons and four daugh 
ters, while Mr. Walker devoted him 
self to his business and to his family. 


As with most successful men, in 
his activities in the field of public 
service, he was a winner of friends. 
He was and is a great believer in the 
Chamber of Commerce, and he gave 
generously of his time and talent. 
Another facet of Mr. Walker's in 
terests is the Boy Scout Group, and 
he served as President of the Boy 
Scout Council. For several years he 
has been a member of the Executive 
Committee. Education is yet another 
interest of Mr. Walker, and his dedi- 
cation to the youth of the State. He 
has served for eight years as a mem 
ber of the State Board of Education, 
and for 14 years as a member of his 
local school board. He is President 
of the Continental Tennessee Lines, 
in Nashville, Tenn., Continental 
Crescent Lines, Birmingham, Ba‘ 
Shore Bus Lines, in Houston, and 
Continental Southern Trailways, of 
Alexandria, and is a Director of the 
Trans-Continental Bus Lines with 
headquarters in Dallas, Texas. Mr. 
Walker is also the Director of the 
Guernsey Bank and Trust Company 
of Alexandria. 

Owner of Walker’s Cloverland 
Dairy, in Alexandria, he is also presi- 
dent of Roemer Dairy Processing 
Company—the Walker-Roemer Dair- 
ies of New Orleans.

Pictures of the six nominees in 
each class shall be sent to each 
member of the Selection Commit- 
tee, who will vote individually by 
mail, giving his first, second and 
third choices. A member of the 
Selection Committee shall not vote 
in any class in which he has a pe- 
cuniary interest in one of the six 
nominees, or if one of the six nom- 
inees comes from the farm by whom 
he is employed. 

Each first place vote shall count 
five points; second place, three 
oints, and third place, one point.

“Hullside” has been in the 
Hull family since 1856, and derived 
its name from the fact that all the 
land is stretched out, long and nar 
row, on one side of Sullivan Road. 

John and Elinor Hull have four 
children, John, Jr. (Jay) 17, Mary 
Elizabeth, 15, Martha Ann, 11, and 
David Robert, five. Jay has shown 
in 4-H for the past six years, winning 
a number of firsts in county, district 
and state junior shows. He was a 
member of the winning Maryland 
county judging team in 1951, and 
the highest individual of all teams 
at the Atlantic Rural Exposition in 
Richmond, Va., in 1961. Martha 
showed last year at the county show.

Chesapeake Bay in Maryland, that 
making field-cured hay is often a 
problem, and they have not always 
been able to feed the cows the kind 
of hay they should have. 

In the winter months, corn silage 
is fed in the evening and grass silage 
in the morning, and once every day 
or two hay racks are filled with alfal- 
fa-orchard hay that is field cured. 
\ll roughage is fed free choice. After 
calves are three months old, there is 
only one grain mixture made up of 
home-grown grains mixed with a 
supplement. The only grain the 
milking cows receive is what they 
get while going through the parlor 
to be milked. No more than 14 
pounds is offered to any cow. 

The herd was classified in 1953, 
1958 and 1961. Fourteen Hullside 
bred cows have classified VG. One 
other cow classified VG that was 
purchased at seven months of age. 
[he home-bred cow, Hullside Fu 
‘ure Rosalee, from the Rose Bud 
family, classified VG in 1953, 1958 
ind 196]. 

In 1954, they used two sons of 
McDonald Farms Pre Kelvin, one 
from Churn Creek’s Royal Hilma 
and the other from Hullside Supreme 
Remembrance (Rose Bud daugh 
ter.) Hullside Pre K. Supreme was 
bred to about eight cows, and then 
leased out for three years. He was 
brought back and bred to “Hilma,” 
her daughter, “Hilda,” and Hilma’s 
great granddaughter. Hullside Pre K. 
Hero was bred to about 14 cows, and 
his two daughters in the herd are 
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Hullside Hero’s Rose Bud, VG, 86 
per cent, 1961, 9050 — 484 — Sr2 
— DHIR — 305 — 2x, and Hullside 
Hero’s Joyce, D, 84 per cent, 1961, 
7550 — 409 — Sr2 — DHIR — 305 
— 2x. These bulls were both sold for 
beef because Mr. Hull found he was 
too small a breeder to properly prove 
them. 

No herd sire is owned at present, 
due to the size of the herd and the 
availability of so many top proven 
bulls through artificial insemination. 
At the present time the cows are bred 
to Hominy Hill Champion, Henslee 
Farms V. Fame, McDonald Farms 
Jolly Vern, Liseter Brilliant and Ny- 
ala Ermine’s Bonanza. One of the 
greatest bulls at Hullside was Val’s 
Supreme of Pine Grove. His influ- 
ence is stil] noticed. Mt. Ararat Royal 
Future was a great production sire. 
McDonald Farms Pre Kelvin was 
used to a good advantage, followed 
by Riegeldale Maxim Governor. The 
Governor-Pre Kelvin cross seemed to 
click very well. 

However, Mr. Hull feels that cow 
families are the most important 
Guardian’s Princess Rose Bud was 
purchased at the Charles Martin Dis- 
persal, Waynesboro, Pa., in 1944. 
“Rose Bud” made the greatest con- 
tribution to Hullside. Her daughter, 
Hullside Supreme Remembrance, 
VG 1953, had mostly bull calves, but 
produced over 100,000 Ibs. of milk. 
Another daughter, Hullside Future 
Rosalee, VG 1953, 1958 and 1961, 
still in the herd, finished a record

at 27 months of age. “Rosalee” has 


one other daughter not yet in pro- 
duction. In the herd at the present 
time are nine cows and 13 heifers 
carrying the blood of old “Rose Bud.” 

Churn Creek’s Royal Hilma is the 
head of another cow family. “Hilma,” 
VG 1953 and 1958, has over 135,000 
lbs. of milk. She is due in June at 
nearly 16 years of age. Her daugh- 
ter, Hullside Future Hilda, VG 
1953, now has over 100,000 Ibs. of 
milk. There are eight cows and five 
heifers of the Hilma family now in 
the herd. 

A third cow family of long stand- 
ing is the Violet family. Hullside 
Pre K. Vee, one of three cows now 
in the herd from this family, has 
8690 — 492 — Jr2 — DHIR — 305 
— 2x, 11540 — 669 — Jr3 — DHIR 
— 305 — 2x, and over 600 is assured 
now as a four-year-old. Two heifers 
from the Violet family are now in 
the herd. 

Jay’s original 4H cow, Hullside 
Pre K. Lilac, VG, 1958 and 1961, 
12740 — 631 Svrs — DHIR — 305 
— 2x, has developed another cow 
family. Her daughters include Hull- 
side Colonial Lady, VG 1961, 86.5 
per cent, 10420—526—Jr3—DHIR 
—304—2x, and Hullside Governor's 
Lulu, D 1961, 84 per cent, classified 
in 10th month of lactation, has 8270 
— 452 — Jr2 — DHIR — 305 — 2x. 
“Lulu” was junior champion in the 
4-H County Show two years in a 
row. Lilac’s third daughter, Hullside 
Brilliant Light, was first heifer calf 
at the County +H Show in 1961. 
There are seven females in _ this 
family. 

Mr. Hull believes that the reasons 
for his success have been family co- 
operation, good soil, 4-H Club work, 
agricultural extension, reasonably 
regular chore time, and the love of 
the Guernsey cow.

During the past 
year, 13 Ditmarsia Guernseys com- 
pleted 14 records that averaged 11857 
lbs of milk, 4.7%, and 559 lbs. of 
fat, ME—305—2x, 12. classified 
cows averaged 83.8 per cent. 

The Ditmarsia story is an excellent 
example of how well Guernseys fit 
into a small family farming opera- 
tion. Ditmarsia Farm was named for

the County Ditharschen in Schles- 
wig-Holstein, Germany, the former 
home of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Erp, 
and son, John H. Erp, and his wife, 
Helmi. The Erp family arrived in 
this country from Germany shortly 
after World War II, and purchased 
their present farm of 86 acres in 
1952, moving onto it in 1953. Previ- 
ously, they had worked at Burton 
Lane Farm, Lake Forest, Illinois. The 


herd consists of 23 cows, one bull, 


four bred heifers, seven open heifers 
and five heifer calves. 

Rotation grazing is practiced with 
about 15 to 20 acres of the farm’s 
tillable land planted to alfalfa. The 
yastures are all improved, and all the 
ia used is produced on the farm, 
with the grain being purchased. 
Baled hay is fed five times per day 
in the winter and once a day when 
on pasture, with grain being fed 
in the milking parlor. The Erps mix 
their own feeding ration, which con- 
sists of 3,000 pounds shelled corn, 
rolled; 2,000 pounds bran; 1,000 
pounds 44% soybean meal (in the 
winter when not on pasture); 500 
pounds beet pulp; 250 pounds black- 
strap molasses, and 25 pounds min 
eral mix. 

The Erps believe in close culling, 
and quality is the key word in the 
Ditmarsia operation. The herd is on 
DHIR and has been the high regis- 
tered Guernsey herd in Missouri for 
the past three years. The 1958-1959 
average on 16 cows was 11845 Ibs. 
of milk, 4.8%, and 575 Ibs. of fat, 
with income over feed costs, $61.80; 
1959-1960 average on 17.4 cows, 
11501 Ibs. of milk, 4.7%, and 550 
lbs. of fat, income over feed costs, 
$58.80; 1960-1961 average on 19.2 
11120 Ibs. of milk, 4.8%, and 
lbs. of fat, income over feed 

$76.00. The herd has been 
classified twice, with four Very 
Good, eight Desirable and four Ac- 
ceptable in 1957, and five Very 
Good, nine Desirable and two Ac- 
ceptable in 1961. 

Pre-Eminent Philip was developed 
at Ditmarsia, and 10 daughters, 14 
records, average 12554 lbs. of milk 
and 589 lbs. of fat, ME — 305 — 2x, 
four classified averaging 81.3 per 
cent. Their present sire, Ditmarsia’s 
Prince, is a “Philip” grandson, trac- 
ing two times to Foremost Loyalty 
through “Quest,” “Hermes” and 
“Philip.” Green Meadow’s Pilots 
Judy, Gold Star Dam, VG, 15520— 
783—7 yrs—HIR—365—2x, is the 
head of one of their good cow fami- 
lies. Judy’s granddaughter, Ditmarsias 
Philip Flower, VG, 13170—724— 
Jr4—DHIR—305—2x, high cow on 
official test in Missouri in 1961, is the 
dam of their present herd sire. 

The Erps always feed and milk 
their cows at regular hours, and give 
them the very best care possible, with 
only family labor being used. They 
try at all times to keep their invest- 
ment in machinery as low as possible.

able experience. They have followed 
a very strict line-breeding program. 
Of the 10 sires and 10 dams voted 
by Guernsey breeders to be the most 
influential of the breed, the Wander- 
ing Brook herd is rich in the blood 
of seven of the 10 sires and seven of 
the 10 dams, with Foremost Predic- 
tion, Mixter Faithful and Douglas- 
ton Lady Augusta showing up most 
often. It is his opinion that great 
cattle are bred that way — they don’t 
just happen. It has also been his ob- 
servation that line-breeding is usual- 
ly the safest means of improvement 


in cattle. He believes it is beneficial 
to have as few sires as possible repre 
sented in a herd.

and mow dried hay they will eat. A 
13 or 14 per cent grain mix, with 
home-grown corn and oats, is fed 
according to the way the cows are 
milking.

airy cows and people have at least 

one similarity whereby the accom 

plishment of members of one group 
seem to rather easily attract headline in- 
terest, although sometimes short-lived, 
while those of another group do not 
quite approach the spectacular. However, 
in the latter group are frequently the “bal- 
ance wheels” of the masses and the truly 
appreciated after time has faded the head- 
lines. 

Such a cow in the latter group is the 
Gold Star Dam, Henslee Farms G. Nona, 
bred by the late E. B. Henslee, owner of 
Henslee Farms, originally located at Kings- 
ton Springs, Tenn., and subsequently at 
Arlington Heights, Ill., in whose herd 
“G. Nona” spent the first twelve and a 
half years of her life.

have established a foundation herd nu 
cleus, thus leaving a heritage from which 
could develop a potential major contribu- 
tion to those herds. Equally important is 
the appreciation and admiration of the 
people who have handled her and her 
offspring. 

e writer first recalls “G. Nona” as 
about an eight-year-old cow on the occa- 
sion of a Type Demonstration at a barn 
meeting held at Henslee Farms. It was 
desired to use a cow with a wide, strong 
muzzle; a good-hearted, strong-topped cow, 
long and wide in the rump; one that was

breed is noteworthy. 


sharp and upstanding, with a deep, open 
rib; that carried a well-attached, good 
quality working udder; that was travel 
ing on good feet and legs, with the sub 
stance of a clean, flat bone, and in addi 
tion had the proudness of a good-wearing, 
honest dairy cow. The search was well 
answered,—this was Henslee Farms G. 
Nona, whose stature developed with age, 
that was exemplary (to paraphrase Astro 
naught Glenn) of a “real rock” in any 
herd. 

In 1944, the late E. B. Henslee was 
searching for some cows to specifically 
mate to his herd sire, Langwater Sir Gal 
ahad. From the herd of William 
Muskego, Wis., he selected three cows and 
a heifer, the latter bred too young and 
purchased for $250. Her name was Guern 
sey Grove Nora, a daughter of Kitchener 
Consul out of Guernsey Grove Nira, a 
Kitchener Fearless daughter that was sold 
as a two-year-old, but whose dam, Guern 
sey Grove Nancy, stayed in the herd for 
fifteen lactations and had a lifetime pro 
duction of 125,186 pounds of milk and 
7084 pounds of fat, which is perhaps a 
clue to the performance of her eventual 
great-granddaughter, the subject of our 
story, Henslee Farms G. Nona. 

Unfortunately, Guernsey Grove Nora 
was never tested. Because of developing 
a positive blood titre she spent her time in 
isolation and, as soon as a mating to 
Langwater Sir Galahad produced a heifer 
calf, which was Henslee Farms G. Nona, 
she was disposed of early in life without 
an official record. Floyd Krauter, now of 
Elkhart, Ind., Mr. Henslee’s farm man 
ager for many years and probably more 
closely associated with him than anyone 
else in developing the Henslee Farms herd, 
recalls that Mr. Henslee always insisted 
that Guernsey Grove Nora stood out in

role in many top herds and her influence in the 


his mind, as much as any Guernsey 
he had ever known, as the kind he wanted 
to breed. 

Born December 13, 1946, “G 
started her productive life as a 
two-year-old with a record of

old. Making no Class Leading records, she 
nevertheless in the middle of 
made 15652—682—365C—2x at 6-7 
13967—60 1—365—2x at 7-11 and, in the 
“twilight zone,” at 12-8 CHIR), was still 
making 13833—562—305—2x. In the 
show ring she was not a headliner, but a 
dependable “anchor” member in groups or 
single classes. In 1950, as a three-year-old, 
she was first at the Indiana State Fair, 
second at Kentucky and third at Ten 
nessee, and as a four-year-old in 1951 she 
won first at Kentucky and Tennessee and 
was third at the International. As an aged 
cow, the following year, she was third at 
Indiana, and was third at Tennessee, 
1953. Classified Very Good at five vears 
of age, she was made Excellent at nine 
years of age and again at eleven years, in 
dicating her defiance of time. 

[The two men who handled “G. Nona” 
the most, Floyd Krauter, who developed 
her at Henslee Farms, and Marvin Fan 
sher, of Rosewood Farm, who handled her 
the last two and a half years, recall things 
about her that are deeply important to 
all cowmen. Her disposition and ease to 
care for endeared her to them, as did her 
continuous soundness. She was always 
first to pasture, first to the barn and first 
to eat whatever was before her. These 
qualities are continuing to be apprecia 
ted in her descendants. No comments 
could impart a more practical and realis 
tic image to a cowman than that of 
Floyd Krauter, who said of “Nona,” “I

her career 
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could always lead her out in time of need 
without making excuses for her, and she 
continued to grow and develop a little 
more each year,” nor the picturesque tri- 
bute of Marvin Fansher, “ ‘G. Nona’ was 
the kind of cow you could hang a Surge 
milker under when she was past thirteen 
years of age and not have to kick the straw 
out from under the bucket to get it to 
hang right when she was in a well-bedded 
stall and milking up to 75 pounds a day.” 

It was Mr. Henslee’s desire, should the 
herd some day be dispersed, that Floyd 
Krauter select a group of individuals 
from the herd for his own. Following the 
passing of Mr. Henslee, when this be- 
came a reality in August, 1959, Henslee 
Farms G. Nona and her two daughters, 
Henslee Farms K. Naomi and Henslee 
Farms Du Noneeta, were his first sel- 
ections. Subsequently, Mr. Odlum_pur- 
chased “G. Nona” for his Rosewood herd; 
Mrs, Gertrude McNaught obtained “K. 
Naomi” for her Rolling Acres herd at 
Elgin, Ill., and “Du Noneeta” resided in 
the Lee-Kra herd of John Krauter and 
Lawrence Leer, New Paris, Ind., until 
April 30, 1962, when she was consigned 
to the Mid-West Sale and sold to Emer- 
son J, Mithoefer, Indianapolis, Indiana. 

“G. Nona” produced twelve offspring, 
consisting of seven sons (including twin 
brothers) and five daughters, by eight 
different sires, in a life span of fifteen 
years and one month, with the first seven 
calves resulting from exactly seven ser- 
vices. 

Interestingly, about half of the sires 
“G. Nona” was mated to have not chron- 
icled breed history. However, her ability 
as a brood cow is still shown, as the re 
sulting offspring, for the most part, have 
represented the top end of these sires. 

Three of G. Nona’s daughters qualified 
her for Gold Star rating, with five records 
averaging 11852—560—305—2x—M.E., 
and a type score of 88.3 per cent. One 
son has been All-American three times 
and Reserve All-American two times; a 
grandson and a great grandson have also 
been Reserve All-American; one daughter, 
two granddaughters and a grandson have 
have been nominated for All-American or 
Honorable Mention, and her Produce of 
Dam has once been Reserve All-American 
and once Honorable Mention, in addition 
to winning many other championships. 
All seven sons have been active herd 
sires, with four currently in individual 
herds and two in artificial breeding ser- 
vice. Two daughters have classified Excel- 
lent; two Desirable and one is unclassi- 
fied. The total records of the five daugh- 
ters average 11147 pounds of milk, 614 
pounds of fat on 305—2x—M.E. basis. 

The first two offspring of “G. Nona” 
were full sisters by Henslee Farm Old 
Roman, not particularly a sire of note. 
The elder, Henslee Farms Ronona (D), 
made 10723—476—Sr2—365C—3x and 
10269—450—Sr3—305C—2kx, She sold in 
the First Henslee Farms Sale in 1955 to 
Harry Pate, Trenton, N. J., and was 
last owned by John B, Smith, Passaic, 
New Jersey. In both herds she is re- 
ported to have been one of the respected 
producers in the herd, milking in the 60- 
pound level on twice daily milking. A 
con of “Ronona,” Henslee Farm’s O. 
toman, by Welcome In Clara’s Oberland, 
was used in the herds of J. V. O’Banion 
and Moss Brothers, Campbellsville, Ky., 
where he was Junior Champion at Ken- 
tucky in 1956. In 1957 he was first two- 
year-old at Kentucky and Mid-South, and 
also was sire of the first junior and first 
senior calves at Kentucky, the latter being 
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Saloma Way O. Roman’s Julia, that was 
third at the National Guernsey Show and 
nominated for All-American. 

The second calf, Henslee Farms Ro- 
Mona (D), with 10779—448—Jr2— 
305C—2x, was sold with her full sister in 
the 1955 Henslee Sale and returned to 
the home of her maternal granddam, sell- 
ing to Wm. H. and Alvin C. Basse, Mus- 
kego, Wisconsin. 

The next two matings were to McDon- 
ald Farms Distinctor and resulted in full 
brothers as the third and fourth offspring. 
The elder, Henslee Farms D. Dictator, 
was used and last owned in the herd of 
Morton Brothers and Leonard Baird, 
Lebanon, Ind., where his daughters sum- 
marized out over 400 pounds of milk 
and 56 pounds of fat more than those of 
his sire. A daughter, Green Acres D. 
Starlight, was the second top of the 1960 
Indiana Sale as a fresh two-year-old to 
John and Floyd Krauter, New Paris, Ind., 
and finished as a junior two-year-old with 
12299—633—HIR—340—2x. As a three- 
year-old, she was first at Indiana, Senior 
and Grand Champion at Kentucky, and 
Honorable Mention All-American three- 
year-old for 1961. 

The second of the full brothers, and 
G. Nona’s fourth calf, is perhaps the 
better known, being Henslee Farms D. 
Noble, that has been nominated All-Amer- 
ican five times, twice All-American as an 
aged bull in 1960 and 1961, Reserve All- 
American aged bull in 1957 and 1956, and 
All-American two-year-old bull in 1955, 
in addition to winning many champion- 
ships at Kentucky (six times), Indiana, 
Mid-South Fair, the National Guernsey 
Show and the International Dairy Show. 
In addition, he sired winning Gets at 
Kentucky, Mid-South, and a Kentucky 
Futurity winner. His daughters have 
likewise collected their share of winnings, 
including Willow-Wilde’s Noble Lois, 
Honorable Mention All-American two- 
year-old, 1957. 

Selected as a calf in 1953, “D. Noble” 
spent most of his first seven years in the 
Willow-Wilde herd of Cecil Burnette and 
Elmer Hixson, Fulton, Ky., where 27 of 
his daughters are still in the herd, and 
since the fall of 1959 he has made his 
home at the Lee-Kra Farm of John Krau- 
ter and Lawrence Leer, New Paris, Ind., 
where he is currently in service and ex- 
hibits an “ageless” physical condition. 
Many people have speculated on the pro- 
duction of his daughters. The facts of the 
case are that when he was first put into 
service, he was used, as Elmer Hixson 
expresses it, on “just cows,” which did 
not have the advantage of ideal environ- 
ment and the daughters have had to 
make their way as conditions have im- 
proved. Even so, it is interesting to note 
the DHIA proof reveals his first eleven 
daughters, compared to the records of 
their dams, raised production 1346 pounds 
of milk and 68 pounds of fat. Also, the 
summary of the records of his daughters 
has increased each of the last three years 
with the addition of more daughters. No 
daughters, of course, are yet in milk at 
Lee-Kra. 

The fifth calf of “G. Nona” was the 
result of mating her to Franchester Kella’s 
King, which produced Henslee Farms K. 
Naomi that was selected by Floyd Krau- 
ter from the Henslee Farms herd prior to 
the dispersal in August, 1959, after which 
she made her home at Lee-Kra until sold 
in 1960 to Mrs, Gertrude McNaught, 
Rolling Acres Farm, Elgin, IIl., where 
she is today. “Naomi” has four rec- 
ords on 305—2x—M.E. basis that aver- 


age 11309—603, with up to 12576—701— 
Sr4—365—2x actual, and has one of the 
five high two-year-old and four-year-old 
records, and the highest mature, two-time 
milking record of the daughters of her 
sire. She is likewise the highest classify- 
ing daughter of her sire, being Very 
Good as a two-year-old, 1956, and as a 
four-year-old, 1958, and going Excellent 
as a six-year-old, 1960. She has been 
Grand Champion at Illinois twice, — as a 
four-year-old in 1958 and as an aged cow 
in 1961. In 1959 she was Senior and 
Grand Champion female at Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Mid-South and Tennessee, and 
Honorable Mention Aged Cow. Teamed 
with her maternal brother, Henslee Farms 
D. Noble, in 1960 they were the Reserve 
All-American Produce of Dam for “G. 
Nona” and, with a maternal sister, Hen- 
slee Farms Du Noneeta, were Honorable 
Mention Produce in 1959. 

A consistent reproducer, “K. Naomi” is 
starting a nucleus of her own. Her first 
calf, by Welcome In Clara’s Oberland, 
was Henslee Farms O. Nana, now owned 
by Norma June Grambo, Hazel Green, 
Wisconsin. She was first two-year-old at 
Wisconsin in 1958 and made 11012—563 
—Jr2—365—2x, and a daughter, Henslee 
Farms V. O. Nana, owned by Tommy 
Hathaway, Paris, Tenn., made 9996—462 
—Jr2HIR—305—2x (12295—568—305 
—2x—M.E.). A second mating to Wel- 
come In Clara’s Oberland produced Hen- 
slee Farms Omar, that was Junior Cham- 
pion bull at Illinois in 1958 and Reserve 
All-American two-year-old bull in 1959, 
and is now owned by E. D. Kepple, Farm- 
ington, Illinois. The following mating to 
Henslee Farms V. Geronimo (Henslee 
Farms Galahads Virgel — Avalawn Pix 
ie) produced Henslee Farms G. Naomi 
that went as a yearling heifer to Rose- 
wood Farm at the time of the Henslee 
Farms Dispersal. Classified Very Good as 
a three-year-old, her first calf was 
Rosewood Bea Notable by Rosewood 
Royal Aristocrat, Reserve All-American 
Bull Calf in 1961, of which a_half- 
interest is also owned by Mr. Kepple. 
Following the tradition of her grand- 
mother to improve with age, “G Naomi” 
started her second record at _ three 
years and two months, and _ gives 
every indication of increasing this lacta- 
tion by over a ton of milk at the 11000- 
pound level, 305—2x, actual. “K. Naomi” 
was then mated twice to Henslee Farms 
Galahads Virgel, producing full brothers. 
The elder, born at the Ohio State Fair, 
September 1, 1959, is K. Naomi’s Virgel’s 
Traveler, used as a sire in the Lee-Kra 
herd and consigned to the 1962 Mid-West 
Sale, selling to Dr. M. L. Weldy, Mau- 
rana Farm, Goshen, Indiana. The younger 
one, born in November, 1960, is Norgert’s 
Virgel’s Leader, carried in dam to Rol- 
ling Acres, where he is being sampled. 
Her latest calf, born in December, 1961, is 
Norgert’s Royal Leader, by the Gold Star 
Sire, Foremost Quantity’s Royal, and she 
is currently due in November, 1962, to 
the service of Norgert’s Royal Nance, the 
youngest Gold Star Sire of the breed and 
now one of the breed’s highest summarized 
sires. 

G. Nona’s next calving in November, 
1954, produced twin brothers — by 
Welcome In Clara’s Oberland that were 
named Henslee Farms O Forward and 
Henslee Farms O Onward. The follow- 
ing spring these twins were consigned to 
the 1955 Tennessee Sale and offered as 
choice but not privilege. On the bid of 
$2,000, Henslee Farms O Forward went 
to Primrose Farm, Madison, Tennessee. 


When in the fall of 1955, L. C. Langford, 
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owner of Hermitage View Farm, Old 
Hickory, Tenn., purchased the Primrose 
herd, one objective being to obtain another 
sire, “O Forward,” as Bob Basse puts it, 
“tagged along as a big, gawky yearling 
without much purpose or plan for him in 
mind.” Not used much until 1956, except 
on some of the smaller cows, with success, 
his potential was finally realized and he 
has since been used “across the board” in 
the herd and is now in service at the 
Tennessee Artificial Breeding Association, 
Brentwood, Tennessee. Presently 13 
daughters are in milk at Hermitage View. 
The first ten daughters to finish 12 rec 
average 11051—506—305—2x 
M.E. and fitteen classified daughters aver 
age 85.6%, including two Excellents, Her 
mitage View Fore Marette, second top of 
the 1961 Tennessee Sale, and now owned 
by J. E. Bowden, Horn Lake, Miss., and 
Hermitage View Fore Almira, now owned 
by L. C. Langford, Old Hickory, Tennes 
see. Within the year, approximately 25 
daughters should be in milk that so far 
are characterized as good feeders and 
good machine cows. A son of “O Forward” 
with an illustrious heritage, is the Septem 
ber, 1961, son of Gayoso View Fame’s 
Debby that is now owned jointly by 
Walter L. Young and Son, Grain Meadow 
Farm, Greentown, Ind., and Hermitage 
View Farm. 

Parting company with his twin brother 
at the 1955 Tennessee Sale, “O Onward” 
returned home to be consigned to the 
1955 Henslee sale where he was _pur- 
chased by L. E. Hathaway, Paris, Tennes 
see. Impressed with the size, dairy quality, 
breed character and feet and legs of his 
thirty-some daughters in the Hathaway 
herd, the Curtiss Breeding Service, Inc., 
Cary, IIl., purchased “O Onward” in late 
1959. The summary of the first 
ten daughters’ twelve records is 9358— 
456—305—2x—M.E. Following the family 
tradition, second lactations are improving, 
with Hathaway’s Farm Elegance finish 
ing with 14100—551—DHIR—305—2x 
as a three-year-old. Another daughter, Hath 
away’s Farm Vita, made 12319—503—Jr2 
HIR—305—2x, actual, and Hathaway's

Farm Sarabell was third three-year-old at, 


the 1960 National Junior Show. 


Calf number eight was a female, Hens- 
lee Farms Du Noneeta, by Henslee Farms 
Butterfat Duke, whose accomplishments 
were considered so feeble he was con- 
signed to slaughter. However, the influ- 
ence of “G. Nona” is again demonstrated, 
as “Noneeta” is Duke’s highest producing 
daughter, with 11253—586—jr3HIR— 
365—2x. As pointed out earlier, she was 
a member of the Honorable Mention All- 
American Produce of Dam in 1959, and 
in addition won as a three year-old at 
Tennessee the same year, and was second 
aged cow at Kentucky in 1961. Likewise 
pointed out, she was selected by Floyd 
Krauter, together with her maternal sister 
and dam, prior to the Henslee Dispersal, 
and made her home at Lee-Kra Farms 
until consigned to the 1962 Mid-West 
Sale, in calf to Henslee Farms Galahads 
Virgel. Her son, Henslee Farms Noneeta’s 
Count, is being used extensively as a herd 
sire at Lee-Kra. He was nominated for 
All-American two-year-old bull and was 
Reserve Senior and Grand Champion bull 
at the 1961 International Dairy Show. 

Walking down the miiking string at 
Rosewood, one is inclined to stop at a 
sharp, _ straight-topped, §square-rumped 
young cow with a high, wide rear udder 
and good feet and legs, that carries the 
image of “G. Nona” as she used to appear 
in the stall. A correct image it is, for 
this is Henslee Farms O’Nona, the ninth 
offspring of “G. Nona,” by Welcome In 
Clara’s Oberland, a four-year-old full 
sister, two years younger, to “O Forward” 
and “O Onward.” As a junior yearling 
she won at Illinois, Wisconsin, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, where she was 
Junior Champion. She was purchased by 
Mr. Odlum in the Henslee Dispersal as 
a bred heifer to the service of Henslee 
Farms Galahads Virgel and, as a two- 
vear-old she made 11845—558—305—2x 
—M.E. and classified Excellent as a three 
year-old and a four-year-old in 1960 and 
1961. With production increasing each 
lactation, the current one her third as a 
four-year-old, she has averaged 51 pounds 
of milk per day for the first five months 
and promises between 13000 and 14000 
pounds, 305—2x, actual. Having yet no 
female offspring, she is due in Septem- 


ber, 1962, to the service of her maternal 
half-brother, Rosewood Nona’s Valor. 

The next mating, to produce calf num- 
ber ten, was to Henslee Farms V. Geron- 
imo, which resulted in another son, Hens- 
lee Farms Nona’s Royal, purchased as a 
yearling in the Henslee Farms Disper- 
sal by Curtiss Breeding Service, Inc. 
Unfortunately, he did not adjust to 
artificial use, so was farmed out during 
1960. He was returned to the stud, but 
his semen quality still did not meet the 
requirements of artificial breeding, and 
he was beefed. This is the first and only 
one of the seven sons that has not been 
used extensively and will have few pro- 
geny to be measured. 

Rosewood Nona’s Valor was the name 
given to G. Nona’s eleventh offspring, he 
by Henslee Farms Galahads Virgel, born 
August 26, 1959, a few days after “G. 
Nona” arrived at Rosewood. He was 
fourth bull calf at the National in 1960, 
and second at Wisconsin. Used liberally 
as an outcross sire at Rosewood, his first 
calves have arrived, exhibiting the charac- 
teristic “G. Nona” sharpness and upstand- 
ingness, and thirty-some cows are bred to 
him. 

The last calf, to round the count at an 
even dozen, arrived May 6, 1961, the 
answer to a dream of Mr. Odlum and 
Manager Marvin Fansher to expand 
their line-breeding program at Rosewood 
by using a sire whose nearest dams are 
great Gold Star brood cows. Named Rose- 
wood Nona’s Ambassador, he is sired by 
the Gold Star Sire, Rosewood Royal 
Aristocrat, one of five Gold Star sons of 
Foremost Quantity’s Royal. An impres- 
sive individual, “Ambassador” stood 49 
and \% inches at the withers as a ten 
months old calf, with the balance, sub- 
stance and quality that were expected of 
him. His future is well planned at Rose- 
wood, and he will be used extensively to 
carry on the line-breeding program to two 
other great brood cows, Foremost Quan 
tity and Yellow Creek King’s Bea, and 
still blend in the blood of “G Nona” 
which has been demonstrated to add up- 
standingness, ease of milking, good feed- 
ing habits, dairy character and sharp 
withers and show ring character.
